A dispatch from London says:
While a little girl about 18 months |
old, the only -davghter of a young
Sutherlandshire erofter, living about 8
mile from Invershin station, on the
Highland Railway, was playing at her
futher's cottage door on Suturday even-
jug, an eagle swooped down, griped her
in its claws and carried her off to the
monntaing, where, some hows later,
ber dead and mu:iluted body was found

by ngamekeeper. At first there wus
nocine to the mystery of her sudden

disappearance. The liitle one had been
plaging in the sunshing while her
mother was bakiug bread, and her

father was still st work in the felds.
When the mother looked for the child
and could not find it searching parties
were organized, ns it was suppuosed
gypries had carried off the little one,

Meanwhile, a gamekeepers’ party was
hanting through the dense broom which
covered a neighboring hill, and while
this investipation was in progress one of
the gamekeepers, recalling stories of
lambs being ca-ried away by eagles,
made his way towards the rocky eregs
near the crest of the hill. In a crevico
in the rocks he saw n tiny shoe, and in
a decper cleft, a little higher up, he
found the body of the missing child,
The sight was a pitiful one. Both eyes
were missing and the child's face was
covered with blood, From ler right
cheek a piece of flesh bad been torn
away, and on her arms, bands and
neck were other wonnds which told their
own terrible story. On the clothing
were found, outlined in the little one’s
blood, the eruel marks of an esgle's
claws and clutched in the haby's tiny
hand was a bunch of eagle’s feathers.
The game-keeper shonted for his follow-
searchers when he discovered the child's
body. Swiftly they gathered round the
clefc in the rocks. There they stond
silent with horror aud sorrow when they
saw the child. Some of them, rough,
strong, strudy men, wept. The little
one's mother was bronght to the spot by
the commotion, and belore the news
cou'd be broken to her she had caught
sight of the baby's mangled body. With
a heart-broken ery she clasped the little
one in her arms.  She fainted nnd bad
to be cacried, unconscious, down the
hillside to her eottage. Two years ago
an eagle attacked and killed a deer in
Sutherlandshire and fed on its body un-
til the keepers drove it off. Lambs are
sometimes missed and the skeletons af-
terwards found in the hilltops, It is &0

The Ozar Before Miracle Image.
The Czar's 2,000-mile journey through

aptith Bnssin ended at Moscow on Satur-

doy afternoon with a review of several
sapper and engineer battalions in the

courtyard of the Nicholas station and a

hurried visit to the shrine of the Iberian

Virgin and the church in the Kremlin,

where he was crowned.

The Czar was met in Moscow with the
same patriotic demonstrations that have
marked the whole progress of his trip.

The Czir was driven up the hill, pass-
ing the Mud City into the White Uity,
through the Red Gate and thence aloog
the Missmitsknin, the high turreted wall
of which encloses the Tartur City.  Iu-
stend"of entering the latter through the
Viadmir portal, however, the cortege
swung around to the right of the Yellow
Iberian gate, whera stands the little
chapel of Our Lady, before which no
Russian pusses without stopping and
mnking the sizn of the cross and where
the Emperor must always go to pray be-
fore entering the Kremlin,

He remained there three and one-half
minutes before  the miracle-working
image of the Virgin, whose right cheek
shiows the mark of the Tartar sword,
while outside 20,000 to 80,000 persons
within sight of the entrance coutinually
orossed themselves. . Thence the Czar
passed into the Tartar City, across the
Red Square, in the center ol which still
stands the executive block, opposite
the tower on the top of the crenelated
wall of the Kremlin, from which John
the Terrible watched the heads of his
victims fall.

The Cezar then passedon to the church
of Basil the Blessed, called the most
beautiful church in the world, whese
Napoleon stabled his horses, and to the
